Diplomatic immunity makes no sense in 
war situations, it writes, ‘‘and we are at war.”’ Reference 
is made to the unexplained death in a plane accident of 
UN Secretary General Dag Hammerskjold in 1961 when 
he was mediating in the Congolese civil war. The news- 
paper also defends the killing of the French ambassador 
in Kinshasa in 1993. 


LA NATION is owned by former dictator Colonel Bagaza 
(1976-1987), who is considered a Tutsi extremist. 


The UN envoy is expected to arrive in Bujumbura today. 
An EU mission 1s also to start today.

An article in a Burundian 
newspaper this week advised the UN special envoy, 
Ahmedou Ould Abdallah, and the U.S. Ambassador, 
Robert Krueger, to leave the country. “Two Diplomats To 
Combat or To Kill?” asked a front page article in LA 
NATION, a paper owned by Burundi’s former military 
president Jean- Baptiste Bagaza. The threat came as a 
senior UN Security Council delegation was due to arrive in 
Bujumbura today. Jackie Chambers called up Ould 
Abdallah and asked hii.: what he made of the article. 


[Begin recording] [Abdallah] My response is to hold the 
owner of the journal responsible for what is written in his 
paper; on one hand, therefore I take this matter very 
seriously but at the same time, I would like to reaffirm 
that I am not intimidated, I am not impressed and no 
one in my office is impressed or intimidated. We will 
keep the (?will of the job) which is to support peace, to 
support stability and to strongly oppose war mongers. 


[Chambers] How seriously do you take the apparent threats 
that were made in the article in LA NATION newspaper? 


[Abdallah] I mean, it is not an apparent threat. It is a call 
to murder. There is a clear indication: Go kill the 
American ambassador, kill the special representative, 
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you know, the international community will just com- 
plain and nothing will happen. It is not an apparent 
threat. It is a call to murder. 


[Chambers] The article alleged that the situation in 
Burundi was being inflamed by yourself and the United 
States Ambassador to Burundi, Mr. Robert Krueger. 
What do you think about that allegation? 


[Abdallah] The article said we are at war within our- 
selves, and in war there is no apology and you can kill 
them like we killed Dag Hammarskjold [former UN 
secretary general] or French ambassador to Zaire. 


[Chambers] But a UN delegation is arriving in Bujum- 
bura on Friday morning [10 February], will they be 
responding in any way to this recent article? 


[Abdallah] Absolutely not. Absolutely not, it is not a 
matter [as heard]. They are coming here to support 
convention of government, pre-established government 
and institution, and to address matter of peace. We are 
not going to give publicity to someihing we can address 
by other means. [end recording] 


Opposition Demands Prime Minister’s 
Resignation

Burundi’s opposition movements Thursday [9 February] 
demanded the resignation of Prime Minister Anatole 
Kanyenyiko, who comes from their own ranks, joining 
forces with his party. 


Eight parties issued a joint statement calling on Kanyen- 
kiko, who has the support of the head of state, to stand 
down, after his Tutsi-minority Union for National Progress 
(Uprona) expelled him from its ranks last month. 


Uprona’s leaders accuse Kanyenyiko, a moderate from 
the Hutu majority, of failing to obey party orders in 
December, and quit the coalition government in protest 
at the election of a controversial parliamentary speaker 
in December. 


Opposition leaders met on Wednesday and unanimously 
called on Kanvenkiko to go, the statement said. 


Since Uprona, the former sole ruling party before Tutsi 
ascendancy in the central African country ended with the 
first free elections in 1993, is the only opposition party in 
parliament, one of its members must be premier in an 
agreement with the majority Hutu party. 


Opposition sources said a candidate could be proposed to 
President Sylvestre Ntibantunganya by the end of the week. 
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The row began after the election as parhamentary 
speaker of Jean Minani, a Hutu accused of calling for the 
slaughter of Tutsis after the murder of the first elected 
Hutu president Melchior Ndadaye in October 1993. 
Minani has denied the charge, but resigned. 


Ndadaye was assassinated in a foiled coup bid by the 
Tutsi-led army, which led to ethnic clashes claiming an 
estimated 50,000 lives. His successor also died violently 
last year and the Hutu majority and opposition in 
November formed a coalition in a bid to stave off 
wholesale ethnic carnage. 


Ntibantunganya on Saturday renewed support for his belea- 
guered premier as thousands of opposition members con- 
verged on central Bujumbura to demand the his dismissal. 


The president showed his backing for Kanyenyiko by 
asking him to appoint two ministers to replace a pair 
sacked for failing to attend a cabinet meeting, Burundian 
radio said. 


Kanyenyiko responded by immediately naming two new 
ministers, the radio added. 


Last week, Uprona head Charles Mukasi called a two- 
day general strike which paralyzed the capital. He said it 
was urgent to “topple the government at all costs.” 


Like neighbouring Rwanda, where up to a million people 
were slaughtered in three months of ethnic massacres 
last year, Burundi has a history of violence between its 
Hutu majority and Tutsi minority.

“mysterious affair.” 


However, after the announcement of the prime minis- 
ter’s expulsion, explosions and shots were heard 
throughout the capital. 


Kanyenkiko’s expulsion fits within the attempts of 
extremist groups to disrupt the pacification settlement, 
which had been worked out last year. Previously, the 
same groups had already succeeded in ousting Parlia- 
ment Chairman Jean Minami. Some sources cla'm that 
the extremists will now focus on President Silvester 
Ntibantunganya.

However, Burundi's National Security Council, headed 
by president Sylvestre Ntibantunganya, on Thursday 
accused former Interior Minister Leonard Nyangoma of 
heading a Hutu-dominated militia wanting to overthrow 
the government. 


The former vice chairman of the National Assembly, or 
parliament, says the militia is 30,000 strong. He said 
they were demanding that they be incorporated into the 
largely Tutsi government Army of 15,000 men.

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[FBIS Translated Text] Zairian Prime Minister Kengo 
wa Dondo is the special guest of Africa Midi Magazine. 
In an interview with Mohamed Issouffou Saliou, the 
Zairian head of government discusses the current situa- 
tion in his country in light of the one day ghost city 
operation organized by the opposition, which supports 
his rival, Etienne Tshisekedi wa Mulumba. Leon Kengo 
wa Dondo responds first to his detractors, who are 
calling for his resignation: 


[Begin recording] [Kengo] They say Tshisekedi should be 
prime minister for democracy to prevail in Zaire; if he is 
not prime minister, then there is no democracy. That is 
a very funny way of defining democracy. 


[Issouffou] Concerning democracy and and justice, it 
seems that some Zairian citizens are subject to threats 
because, for some time now, they have been expressing 
the wish to organize demonstrations to demand what the 
government owes them as salary arrears. Do you know 
anything about these arbitrary arrests? 


[Kengo] Arbitrary arrests? | do not think so. Salary 
arrears do exist, yes. They are demanding to be paid 
salary arrears that were to be paid, both inside and 
outside the country, when we took over. The govern- 
ment’s current financial situation does not permit the 
payment of these salary arrears. We are trying presently 
to create a mechanism which would enable us to manage 
the bulk of the salary arrears and prevent any other 
accumulation of arrears. Therefore, there is a planning 
process being carried out and we should be given enough 
time to set up the mechanisms that would enable us to 
prevent any further salary arrears to accumulate, and to 
manage the bulk of the old salary arrears. 


[Issouffou] Does that mean that the right to call a strike 
is no longer legal in Zaire? 


[Kengo] No. People have the right to go on strike in 
Zaire. We do not ban people from calling sirikes. Strikes 
are part of the democratic process. But making demands 
should be done according to the rules. One cannot say 
that we arrested anybody. To go on strike demands to 
meet some conditions, and these conditions should be 
met. There should be negotiations between employers 
and employees. 


[issouffou] You are ready to negotiate with the very 
people who are trying to cause trouble? 


[Kengo] I myself attempted to receive the leaders of 
various education, civil service, and other sectors, in 
order to listen to their grievances. But up to today, and as 
far as I know, no one has been arrested for having staged 
a demonstration. Because, first of all, we want Zaire to 
be law-abiding state. 


Permits are obtained from town officials before open air 
demonsirations are held. If these permits are obtained in 
the correct manner, demonstrations can then be held. 
What we need to avoid is giving these demonstrations a 
political dimension—we cannot accept that. 
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{Issoufou] In July you will be asked to resign. At that 
time will you have attained the goals that you set for 
yourself at the beginning of your term of office? 


[Kengo] I was elected in accordance with the transitional 
constitution. So, there will not be three quarters of the 
members of the High Council of the Republic—the tran- 
sitional parliament—present to vote a motion to retire the 
prime minister. The prime minister and his government 
will continue to pursue his government’s program. 


[Issoufou] Do you mean that your term of office is going 
to be extended? Will you ask the transitional parliament 
to renew its confidence in you? 


[Kengo] First of all, the 9 July deadline is constitutional. 
Secondly, it is neither my duty nor that of the government 
that I am heading to organize elections. For the National 
Election Commission to be able to organize the elections, 
it must reinterpret the draft agreement which set up those 
conditions. It is up to the National Election Commission 
to say whether or nut those conditions have been met or 
not, or whether or not it is proper to request a revision of 
the Constitution concerning the 9 July deadline. If the 
commission decides that elections are warranted, the gov- 
ernment will then give the commission all necessary logis- 
tical support to hold those elections. 


[Issoufou] So, if the parliament says it is renewing its 
confidence in you, you wil! pursue your fight to the end? 


[Kengo] Certainly, yes. 


[Issoufou] But if the parliament does not, will you 
resign? 


[Kengo] Of course, yes. How can you continue your work 
without the confidence of parliament? [end recording] 


‘Ghost City’ Campaign Not Fully Observed

has called a ghost city campaign in Kinshasa today to 
protest against the government of Prime Minister Kengo 
wa Dondo. It has tried it before as a way of testing the 
feeling of the people in a country that has never had a 
multiparty election. The idea is to bring the city to a 
standstill. Previous response has been rather patchy. 
Elizabeth Ohene asked our Kinshasa correspondent, 
Michelle Orong, what is the time [as heard] today: 


[Begin recording] [Orong] It has certainly been very 
quiet. I have been driving around the city center, the 
commercial center, and all the banks and shops and 
supermarkets are closed. I have also spoken to some 
people who work at the ministries, and they said that 
there aren’t any skeleton staff turning out, bui on the 
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other hand, the informal sector is still operating, 
although it is operating at a reduced level. What I mean 
by that is that we’ve seen that market women are still 
selling fruit, they are still selling bread and newspapers. 
So it is not completely dead as the opposition would 
have liked it to have been. 


[Ohene] Is there anybody trying to, .1ke organize it? Are 
the people marshalling or trying to stop people from 
going about their daily work? 


[Orong] Well, what happened is that in the last few days 
people have been handing out tracts. These tracts have 
been printed by the Sacred Union of the Radical Oppo- 
sition, asking everyone to stay indoors, not to go to work, 
and apparently, what happened this morning at the main 
bus company—the only bus company that works in 
Kinshasa, City Train—is that saboteurs have been scat- 
tering nails in front of the buses. So, although they have 
been operating, they are still having to drive back the 
people to have their punctures repaired, and also what 
we are seeing is that there are no public taxis. This 
(?simply) means that the normal transport means that 
people use to get into work are just not available. All you 
can see are private cars driving around. So by targeting 
the transport side of things, certainly the opposition have 
been fairly effective in stopping people coming to work. 


[Ohene] What about the government offices, you know, 
public corporations, what about them? Have they gone 
to work? 


[Orong] Well, it’s quite hard to say because when you 
ring out the phone is not answered, which suggests that a 
lot of offices are not operating normally, but I did speak 
to the health minister and she said that she reckoned 
about 50 percent of the staff at the Health Ministry had 
turned up, but that the transport problem was stopping 
other people from turning up. 


[Ohene] Is there any word about how the provinces have 
fared? 


{Orong] Well, as you probably know, communications 
here in Zaire really are a disaster, so it is often very hard 
to know what’s going on in the provinces. We often only 
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get news here a couple of days later. I spoke to the 
opposition spokesman, (Lombey Omende) and he said 
that he had been in touch with Mbuji Mayi and with 
Kananga, and that the response there had been 
extremely good. He said it was a total response. That’s 
more or less what you would expect because those are in 
the opposition heartland. But I did ring someone—an 
aid worker—in the eastern town of Goma, and they said 
that the strike call had been completely ignored and that 
everyone was going to work as normal. [end recording]

mier Kengo Wa Dondo warned Thursday [9 February] that 
the continued presence of hundreds of thousands of 
Rwandan refugees in camps in eastern Zaire might force the 
government to postpone elections set for July 9. 


In an interview with AFP, Kengo said it was essential to 
sort potential voters still living in the town of Kivu from 
refugees living in camps around the region before the 
election could take place. 


Anelectoral commission to be set up this month would have 
to raise the matter with international organisations, he said. 


“We were beyond the bounds of tolerance even before the 
latest refugees arrived,” he said, recalling that Rwandans 
and Burundians had fled to Zaire during previous waves of 
ethnic violence since independence in the 1960s. 


Kengo also appealed to opposition leader Etienne 
Tshisekedi to call off a strike that brought Kinshasa to a 
standstill Thursday, criticising him for urging Zairea .s 
to stay at home and turn Kinshasa into a “ghost town.” 


He said: “Kinshasa is a ghost town on the best of days. 
There is not much work and unemployment is widespread. 


“The radical opposition, which is evading any dialogue 
and is only interested in power, could for once call on 
people to work.” 


The strike seriously disrupted the public service, schools, 
shops in the city centre and public transport.

DP Secretary General Keen Quits Party

{Begin Keen recording] I regret to inform you that I have 
decided to resign from my party membership and from my 
post as secretary general of the Democratic Party with 
immediate effect. [applause] This has been a painful deci- 
sion for me to have taken considering my immense contri- 
bution with blood, energy, time, finances, and my resigna- 
tion from Parliament in 1992, all in order to promote and 
propagate opposition politics. [end recording] 


Moi Receives Keen

Daniel arap Moi today at State House, Nairobi, received 
Mr. John Keen who defected back to KANU [Kenya

morans [warriors], and women who walked all the way 
from the city singing and dancing. The elders were drawn 
from all the Masai districts of Kajiado, Narok, Trans- 
Mara, and Samburu [in Rift Valley Province]. 


Receiving Mr. Keen, President Moi said the move would 
strengthen the unity among all the Masai as they would 
now speak in one voice. He pointed out that develop- 
ment could not take place in a community bedevilled 
with hate and wrangling. The president noted that a 
community’s political strategy had to be based on its 
culture, background, and aspirations. In this regard 
President Moi said it was proper for a community to be 
allowed a commanding voice of its political destiny. 
[sentence as heard] The president advised the Masai 
never to retaliate whenever provoked, but let the law 
take its own course. He said that as the president of the 
entire country he did not wish any Kenyan to die. 
President Moi advised leaders to concentrate their 
efforts on development and assisting wananchi [citizens] 
instead of laying strategies for 1997 [the year of the next 
general elections]. 


President Moi pointed out that people had to thank God for 
giving them life, adding that no one knew for sure whether 
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he or she would live up to 1997. He advised the Masai to 
protect their water catchment areas so that they could have 
enough water for their domestic and livestock consumption. 


On the forthcoming maendeleo ya wanawake [women’s 
union] elections, President Moi said all the women 
should be given a free hand in electing thcir leaders. 


In his brief speech Mr. Keen said he had rejoined KANU 
because the opposition had refused to grow up or dem- 
onstrate a capability of being an alternative government 
in the foreseeable future. Mr. Keen declared that his 
decision was absolutely voluntary and based on prin- 
ciple, adding that KANU was better as it was under 
President Moi’s wise and celebrated leadership. 


Among the leading elders who escorted Mr. Keen to 
State House was the minister for local government, Mr. 
William Ole Ntimama. With a show of hands the elders 
on behalf of the entire Masai community said they 
supported President Moi, KANU, and the government.

AK-47, a Beretta pistol, 224 rounds of ammunition 
without a firearms certificate, and holding forged Somali 
diplomatic passports. 


The chief magistrate remanded them until tomorrow 
when preliminary objections will be heard.

This would 
open the way for other countries, including the United 
States. France and Germany, to follow suit. 


Suttner said the question of diplomatic recognition of 
China—on the foreign affairs agenda since the installa- 
tion of the government of national unity, which inher- 
ited the old regime's formal links with Taiwan—should 
be resolved “as soon as possible”. 


While both countries should be seen as “entities with whom 
we have important relations”, resolving the matter could 
only be through recognising China and raaintaining a rela- 
tionship with Taiwan on a largely economic basis, Suttner 
said. This was the route taken by most countries, as China 
refused to allow dual recognition. 


“It would be a coup for Taiwan if it succeeded in getting 
dual recognition or continued recognition. Nelson Man- 
dela has unique status and legitimacy and could sway a 
lot of countries. But only 29 countries recognise Taiwan 
and they are mostly small.” 
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Professor Willie Breytenbach, head of the department of 
political science at the University of Stellenbosch, said 
nothing in international law prevented dual recognition. 
He believed South Africa might be able to succeed where 
other countries—such as Burkina Faso, Grenada and 
Nicaragua, which had tried applying dual recognition in 
the past—had failed. 


Instead of severing relations with Taiwan, South Africa’s 
sixth largest trade partner and a major investor in the 
country, the government should “lead the way out of the 
morass” in the hopes that other countries followed. “If 
there’s one leader who could pull it off it is Nelson 
Mandela,” he said. 


But Dr Greg Mills of the Institute for International 
Affairs said there was little option but for South Africa te 
cut formal ties with Taiwan—without damaging eco- 
nomic relations—and to recognise China. 


“Taiwan is dangling enticing carrots—its offer last vear 
to buy Mossgas [Mossel Bay Gas Project] was an exam- 
ple—and is lobbying very hard. 


“But China has a population of 1.2 billion as opposed to 
Taiwan's 20-million or so and is a massively expanding 
economy. It is also a permanent member of the United 
Nations’ security council,” Mills said. 


About 70 percent of South Africa’s trade with China was 
through Hong Kong, with whom South Africa enjoys 
most favoured nation trading status. Tariff agreements 
would come up for review ahead of Hong Kong being 
handed over to China in 1997, Mills said. Further delays 
in taking a decision could have a bearing on this. 


Foreign Affairs Minister Alfred Nzo said in Tokyo this 
week links with Beijing would be established “within the 
year.’ Moving quickly, the Department of Foreign Affairs 
issued a statement saying this did not imply links with 
Taiwan would be severed. It said South Africa wanted 
cordial and friendly relations with both and that President 
Mandela :upported the leaders of both China and Taiwan 
in their efiorts to resolve the China question. 


Mills said these ““ambiguous statements” indicated inde- 
cision within the government—that it was playing for 
time in the hope that the problem resolved itself before a 
decision became necessary. 


Said Suttner: The government has been taking a very 
long time over taking a decision but it has now got to a 
stage where it must do so.

1996 deadline for the constitution’s coroletion. 


Ramaphosa also indicated a “conflict resolution” role 
for himself and Wessels—not unlike that played by 
Ramaphosa and Constitutional Development Minister 
Roelf Meyer at the World Trade Centre negotiations. 


Assembly executive director Hassen Ebrahim yesterday 
said about 500 submissions had been received. Rama- 
phosa admitted some of the submissions were too gen- 
eral, and that they could have been better formulated. 


DP [Democratic Party] chief negotiator Colin Eglin said 
that to make submissions, the public needed to be given 
clearer mandates, based around the 34 constitutional 
principles which had to underpin the new constitution. 
He called for a more effective way of “feeding in” 
submissions to the process. 


However, Ramaphosa was confident that a two-week 
delay in the work programme of five of the six theme 
committees, caused mainly by the delay in the appoint- 
ment of the technical experts, would not happen again. 
He predicted that substantive theme committee reports 
“will begin to flow thick and fast”. 


He conceded that the ANC would finalise its position on 
some important constitutional issues only at a special 
policy conference next month, but denied this would 
hold up the process.

He said the ANC would soon submit for debate a list of 
constitutional principles adopted at its recent national 
conference. The theme committees could also discuss 
some of the less contentious issues adopted at the World 
Trade Centre and incorporated in the interim constitution. 


The ANC was not the only party which still had to 
finalise its position on issues, Ramaphosa said. He 
suggested some preliminary debate could assist parties in 
their decisions. 


Police Commissioner Fivaz Discusses Work

likes to tell the following story: when he was a young 
policeman and a post in the Security Police was consid- 
ered a sharp career move, he applied to join up in 
Southwest Africa. He was turned down because his 
father was a member of the wrong clubs. 


It’s a cocky story for an Afrikaner who has just been 
appointed to one of the most powerful positions in the 
land to recount: Fivaz is pointing, ironically, to the 
paranoiac and arcane extremes of the institution to 
which he has given his life; he is also acknowledging that, 
given the history of this country, it is circumstance and 
not conviction that has rend’ .ed him the “clean cop” he 
publicly prociaims himself to be. 


On many levels, fe is an outsider. He may be a small- 
town Afrikaner (the surname, by the way, is Swiss) and a 
devout Christian (Nederduitse Gereformeerile Kerk), 
but he was never part of the broeder [reference to 
Afrikaner Brotherhood] elite that clustered around the 
higher reaches of the Security Branch. The impression 
one gets is that he kepi his head down and worked his 
way up the ranks, from a constable in Bultfontein to the 
head of Efficiency Services, the South African Police’s 
quality con’rol and restructuring arm. 


Here, to his eternal good fortune, he came across “left- 
ies” doing research into police reform; people like Janine 
Rauch and Etienne Marais. He was open with them, ar.d 
seemed to be passionate about restructuring. When they 
were appointed as special advisers to Safety and Security 
Minister Sydney Mufamadi, he found himself there too. 


He was a junior general, barely known within the ranks. 
In fact, if policemen knew him as anything, it was as the 
commander who assisted Judge Richard Goldstone in 
bringing the house down around their colleagues. He did 
this unwittingly, by seconding two of his majors, Eugene 
van Vuuren and Pieter du Plessis, to the Goldstone 
Commission; these two brought “Agent Q” out of the 
woodwork in a process that led, finally, to the Eugene de 
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Kok “third force” trial due to start later this month. In 
fact, in his report, Goldstone made a point of specifically 
thanking Fivaz. 


That should have been the kiss of death within the force, 
where Goldstone had replaced Joe Slovo as the locus of 
evil in the Western world. 


All of which makes Fivaz’s performance over the past 
week all the more remarkable. 


Fivaz was appointed to his new position as National 
Commissioner of Police two days after a mutineering 
policeman was killed at Orlando. On the very day of his 
appointment, the SABC broadcast an expose into the 
living conditions of Internal Stability Unit (ISU) mem- 
bers literally penned in at Devon. In the course of his 
first three days at work at least three white station 
commanders were forcibly ejected by their black staff 
and wildcat strikes flared in at least seven stations. Just 
to cap it all, the week ended with a major political 
conflagration over the passing-out parade at Ulundi. 


The 49-year-old general can be forgiven for believing 
that the spirits of security policemen past were raging 
against him. And yer in his first three days he brokered a 
deal with the Police and Prisons Civil Rights Union 
(Popcru), set up bilateral union-management crisis 
teams agreed to close down the ISU Devon base, can- 
celled the KwaZulu passing-out parade, permitted him- 
self lengthy rambles on TV 1 and Radio 702, slammed 
racism, quoted chapter three of the constitution, and 
didn’t seem to make a single enemy—except for Inkatha, 
which has labelled him an ANC stooge and vowed to go 
ahead with the passing-out parade anyway. 


That he is a decisive man is beyond doubt; whether he 
has the political savy needed in his new position will be 
determined by how he negotiates this baptism by fire in 
the next few days. 


Sure, his enthusiasm to join the new order and his unfamil- 
larity with its jargon occasionally means that his tongue 
works a bit faster than his political consciousness. “The 
police services,” he told me, “are here to serve not only the 
privileged but also the preciously depressed majority.” 


But even Popcru can barely mask its cooing. Senior 
officials profess to be irritated with Fivaz’s initial hard- 
line “we will not tolerate toyi-toying [protest dancing] 
policemen” tack but acknowledge that, for the first time 
in the police force, there is a boss who will listen to and 
negotiate with the ranks. 


Fivaz says one of the people who played a part in his 
appointment, is “open and flexible, so unlike other 
police generals who see it as a loss of faith to change their 
minds”. He is also a “team person, not in the mould of 
the old-style go-it-alone generals”. 


Fivaz is so committed to consultation and negotiation that 
he places Nelson Mandela and FW de Klerk on a pedestal 
very close to God. He is, in fact, scandalised by the death 
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of a policeman at Orlando under whose shadow he came to 
power: “It is absolutely unacceptable for the ISU to 
intervene in an internal police labour dispute. Everything 
can be resolved by negotiation, and for as long as 1 am 
commissioner, that’s how it’s going to be.” 


Perhaps, compared to his primordial predecessors, Fivaz 
is open and accessible. He may wear a suit and a tie that 
is daring for Pretoria, rather than military drag, and he 
may choose the title “commissioner” rather than “gen- 
eral”, but he is a policeman through and through, with all 
the attendant notions of duty and service, and all the 
deep-rooted—if well-disguised—suspicions of a jour- 
nalist from the kind of disreputable publication that 
would put a long nose on Adriaan Vlok. 


Of course, it behooves him to say repeatedly that ‘the 
truth and reconciliation commission will be wasting its 
time if it calls me. I have nothing to tell them, I’m 
completely clean.” He does not tell me the story about 
his rejection by the security police. And he says, with 
fervour, that “the culture of South Africa is a culture of 
disrespect for fundamental rights. So we have to all work 
together towards chapter three of the constitution .. . 


But as he talks, the complexities and ambivalences that a 
“good cop” in South Africa had to contain seep out. He 
expresses, for example, an outsider’s resentment of the 
security police; one that may be linked to his rejection. 
“They were a police service within a police service, and 
never part of our subculture, our esprit de corps ... They 
were secret, undercover ... All you knew was that they 
were a mechanism of the state doing the state’s bidding.” 


One senses the frustration of a police inspector—for 
that’s what he was—seeing things he instinctively disap- 
proves of but is unable to do much about. “I kept on 
feeling that we needed to get back to the basic principles 
of policing and that if we stuck to that, it would be so 
much easier for police officers to understand what it was 
they were supposed to do. Speak to any policeman and 
you'll see there was a crisis. They would ask themselves: 
‘Am I supposed to do grassroots level police work, or am 
I supposed to do all other kinds of fancy footwork’ It 
caused tremendous stress and uncertainty.” 


Perhaps he is talking, in the third person, about his own 
dilemmas. And perhaps that he why he retreats, quickly, 
to easier frames of reference: ““We mustn’t be naive. 
During those years we had a real onslaught ... So you had 
mixed feelings. 


““On the one hand, you resented it that the security police 
were not helping you fight crime. On the other, you felt 
that if they were taken off their duties, the wall of the 
dam would break and you would get this inflow of people 
killing people, a massacre in South Africa.” 


There is, for good people like George Fivaz, only one 
way out of such difficult contortions: the retreat to the 
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future. ‘“‘A clean break with the past” has become his 
credo. “I have told my ininister, and the president, and 
the vice presidents over and over again: I don’t want to 
waste my energy focusing on the past. The past will never 
again be important, except as 2 learning school, a lesson 
of what we must never duplicate again.” 


Perhaps that’s the only position an Fivaz can take, 
presiding as he does over the dirtiest and most mur- 
derous slag heaps of South Africa’s heritage. As the truth 
commission swings into gear, he is going to find himself 
saying it more and more.

KwaZulu/Natal premier Frank Mdlalose told the chiefs 
at the weekend that a serious “lack of co-operation” was 
being experienced between the provincial government 
and the king’s office, a spokesman said. 


The source said every effort would be made to find a 
solution before any drastic steps such as abdication or 
impeachment would be considered. 


While the latter options would be difficult to enforce, the 
chiefs were currently very unhappy about the state of affairs. 


“Our first option is to devise a path which would enable 
His Majesty to return to his father’s people from the 
spiritual exile to which central governments dark forces 
and those who are working for the demise of our 
kingdom have relegated him,” Buthelezi said. 


The ANC’s encouragement of the schisin between the 
king and the Zulu nation was illustrated by the party’s 
opposition to international mediation, he claimed.

When negotiations were held on local government, once 
more the rural areas, especially those in which amaKhosi

urban or peri-urban areas. 


The lack of foresight in dealing with local government in 
traditional rural areas has resulted in the current confu- 
sion over the forthcoming local government elections 
scheduled for October this year. 


Instead of dealing with the issue in a responsible and 
constructive manner certain commentators seek to use 
this crisis as another stick to beat the amaKhosi of 
KwaZulu/Natal, the IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party], and 
its leadership.

The purpose of policy was to destroy the 
centralised administration of the Kingdom of KwaZulu.

The King was reduced to the status of a beggar. Every- 
thing was done to prevent the creation and reestablish- 
ment of the regiments. It was a policy ruthlessly pursued. 
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As part of the now tiresome vendetta against the former 
KwaZulu government and iNkosi [chief] M.G. 
Buthelezi, Peter Rutsch reduces the significant history of 
the colonial period to a consideration of selected extracts 
from certain pieces of legislation and the payment of 
allowances to the amaKhosi. 


He seeks to transfer blame for the current state of affairs 
from the conquerors and oppressors to the victims, who 
by the way included the amaKhosi themselves. 


Thus he comes up with the preposterous suggestion that 
the amaKhosi, sitting with elected members of the Kwa- 
Zulu Legislature passed law inimical to themselves. This 
kind of superficiality parading under a spurious mantle of 
academic commentary is the bane of our politics today. 


The local government elections are upon us. Yet people 
in the whole of rural South Africa do not know what 
model of local government is to be adopted in their 
areas. They are told to register to vote without knowing 
what structure they will be voting for. 


In many African countries triumphalist liberation move- 
ments came to power and proceeded to blithely abolish 
traditional forms of government in the name of moder- 
nity. Later wiser counsels have prevailed as governments 
discovered that modernised and democraiic institutions 
are not incompatible with traditional forms with which 
the people are familiar. Rapid reconstruction and devel- 
opment will require the full mobilisation of the ama- 
Khosi and the people throughout the country. 


Any attempt to destroy or marginalise the traditional 
rulers through the strategy of fragmentation and disunity 
will have incalculable consequences as the people of 
many African countries have discovered to their cost.

I think that to be insulted as he was, he does 
not want, accept, or participate in it. [sentence as heard] 
Savimbi also affirmed he neither rejected nor endorsed 
the Lusaka Protocol outright. He said he will wait and 
listen to what each delegate has to say, adding he will 
reveal what he really thinks about the Lusaka Protocol 
on the last day of the congress. There is one sentence, one 
metaphor he used which I see as crucial and revealing of 
his thoughts. He said something like this: It takes two to 
tango.

This is more or less what Jonas 
Savimbi said. I am not quoting him word for word. To 
all intents and purposes, what remains is the abiding 
impression that Jonas Savimbi feels humiliated.

[Araujo] It was said before the congress opened that one 
of the points on the agenda of the congress was UNITA’s 
transformation from an armed organization to a political 
party. Has that item been discussed already or will it be 
discussed within the next few days? 
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[Santos] Savimbi did not once mention that issue in his 
opening speech. I did not listen to all the speeches by the 
delegates, but those I did listen to did not mention that 
issue at all. I think that point is not uppermost at this 
congress. The most important thing is unity within the 
party and a united view on the path to follow. That is 
what this whole debate turns on and that is, really, 
UNITA’s principal concern at this stage, thus relegating

The UNITA leader remains unchanged—always on the 
offensive. At the congress, he criticized Isaias Samakuva

sion] and questioned the peace accord that his delegation 
signed. Savimbi said his organization’s situation is not 
easy, but it is also not impossible. 


The runner up in the 1992 presidential elections said the 
following in response to the resolution approved by the 
UN Security Council: 


[Begin Savimbi recording] Are the Blue Helmets part of 
Angola’s fabric? The answer is no. When have Angolans 
remained alone, united, and able to tolerate each other’s 
differences without using tanks, aircraft, and Kalashni- 
kovs to subjugate one another? Am I saying that Plue 
Helmets are unnecessary? Maybe. Maybe. Please note 
my exact words. Savimbi said in Bailundo: Maybe. I 
repeat: Maybe. They will be here for a limited period, 
then they will have to leave. How are we Angolans going 
to live after they leave? Will we once again resort to 
tanks, mercenaries, and Kalashnikovs? 


If Angolans cannot learn to live on their own, in a 
responsible manner, accepting diversity, then we will 
always have peace reconciliation conferences. On one 
hand, we would like to thank the international commu- 
nity for its goodwill. On the other hand, we would like to 
say, however, that it will be useless, after many years of 
independence, to have more mediation, more observers, 
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and more Blue Helmets. When will Angolans be mature 
enough to be able to decide their own destiny? [end

Tasks Awaiting UN Verification Force Viewed

If the military side of the peace process works out, the 
argument goes, so too will the political side, with the 
Angolan Government coming together with UNITA and 
a stable new democracy emerging. But at the moment, 
that all looks a long way off. The UN Security Council 
warned from New York that the deployment of UN 
infantry battalions would come only when there was an 
effective cessation of hostilities. 


More than two months on from the signing of a cease-fire 
agreement, despite two meetings of the rival chiefs of 
staff, the UN is still looking for further peace signals 
from both sides. There is a particular need to diffuse 
tension, which there is in the northern province of Uige 
and close to the central city of Huambo. These two areas 
have been chosen as the priority disengagement areas, 
and UNITA and the government have been given 10 
days, from the 5th February to the 15th February, to 
move their troops to designated areas and stay there. If 
the disengagement exercises proves successful, others 
will be attempted. 


For the time being, the UN wants troops to stay mainly 
where they are while both armies communicate directly 
with observers on the ground. It is all part of an attempt 
to stabilize Angola before the new peacekeeping cam- 
paign swings into action. It is still not clear when that 
will be, but the green light from New York will bring 
immediate benefit to a UN operation which has been 
handicapped until recently, but for lack of resources and 
a lack of political clout. The Security Council has finally 
shown it is serious about Angola, the UN will now be 
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hoping that both sides in the conflict, and particularly 
UNITA, will show themselves serious about peace.

The PDP-ANA also commented on the skeptical 
remarks made at the opening of the eighth National 
Union for the Total Independence of Angola [UNITA] 
congress in Bailundo by UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi 
and General Paulo Lukamba Gato concerning the 
Lusaka Protocol. 


[Vitor] “I do not think the remarks made by UNITA 
leader Savimbi or Gen. Gato can actually endanger the 
peace congress. No, I do not think so. They talked like 
that, but they are also aware of the fact that the Lusaka 
Protocol is binding.” 


UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi also appears to think along 
those lines. In an interview in Bailundo yesterday, Jonas 
Savimbi said his organization is ready to cooperate with 
the peacekeeping force the United Nations plans to 
deploy in Angola. Joao Lourenco, Popular Movement 
for the Liberation of Angola [MPLA] information secre- 
tary, says it is good that Savii.bi thinks so: 


{Lourenco] “Well, if he says he is willing to cooperate 
that is a good thing for all of us.

Bengui Pedro Joao, of the Social Democratic Party 
[PSD], also was happy with the UN Security Council’s 
decision. 


[Joao] “It was with great satisfaction that we received the 
news that the UN Security Council finally approved a 
resolution allowing Blue Helmets to be sent to this country.” 


Norberto de Castro, National Union for the Total Inde- 
pendence of Angola [UNITA] deputy in the National 
Assembly, spoke on behalf of his party. He said he was 
happy, but with some reservations: 


[Castro] “My first reading of these developments is that 
the international community has shown again that it is 
concerned with the situation in Angola. This is com- 
forting.

Cabinet Prevents Plan To Dump U.S. Waste

of metric tons of municipal waste from several U.S. 
cities to Namibia from 1991-2001 was prevented by a 
cabinet ban. 


Diplomatic talks already had taken place on the matter 
between Namibia, the U.S. Government, and South 
Africa. These significant revelations follow a compre- 
hensive :-vestigation into allegations of dumping made 
in the National Assembly during the debate on 
Namibia’s endorsement of the Basel Convention on the 
control of waste material. Prime Minister Hage Geingob 
already has announced in the National Assembly that a 
parliamentary committee will investigate all allegations 
of waste dumping. In addition to the announcement, 
DIE REPUBLIKEIN can reveal for the first time that 
the cabinet, under a loophole in the Import Control Act 
(Act 45 of 1963), hurriedly promulgated an amendment 
to ban the importation of this municipal waste through 
Walvis Bay, thereby averting possible disastrous conse- 
quences for the country. 


The former Rossing Stone Crushers and a Mexican 
group, Bioquera de Tamalipas and Fertilizante de 
Tampico, were involved in these attempts. They had 
approximately 500,000 metric tons of municipal waste 
at their disposal. American Eric O’Winston of Nashville, 
Tenn., was the go-between. Rossing Stone Crushers 
indicated that they wanted to import a quantity of 
municipal waste (ash) and that it was classified suitable 
for export by the U.S Environmental Protection Agency. 
On 21 August 1991 the Ministry of Trade and Industry 
informed Rossing Stone Crushers that an import permit 
would not be necessary and that 10,000 metric tons of 
waste could be imported on condition that it is not toxic 
and would be used for brick-making. Rossing Stone 
Crushers had planned to store it in their quarry. 


Several requests by the Namibian Government on the 
exact nature of the waste material were not answered by 
the Mexican syndicate. Senior officials became suspi- 
cious and reported the matter to the then-minister of 
Trade and Industry, Dr. Ben Amathila. Meanwhile, 
investigations from America and South Africa had 
pushed several unanswered questions to the forefront, 
and—after suspicions by the Namibian Government 
about the nature of the waste to have been imported 
from three U.S. cities—a submission was made by the 
ministry to the cabinet on 5 December 1991 to stop the 
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imports to Namibia from going ahead. At the 40th sitting 
of the Namibian cabinet the attempt to export several 
million metric tons of ash to Namibia over a period of 10 
years was finally stopped despite the carrot dangled in 
front of government in the form of much-needed mil- 
licns of dollars. Prime Minister Hage Geingob and 
Information and Broadcasting Minster Ben Amathila 
confirmed the incident on 5 Febriary, and Amathila 
pointed out that it was one of several attempts to dump 
nuclear waste in Namibia. 


Geingob said Namibia is seen as an idee! dumping 
ground. “We have details of most of the international 
dumping agents and we are aware of their methods. We 
are ready for them. Let them come.” 


Finance Minister Announces New Budget

Namibia’s Finance Minister Gert Hanekom announced 
Thursday a R4.341-billion [rands] budget for 1995/96 
fiscal year, with a lower deficit, reduced public tax rates 
and slight cuts in spending on health and education. 


The new budget, presented to parliament, is up 18 per cent 
on the previous year and totals 39.8 per cent of projected 
gross domestic product (GDP) for the fiscal year. 


Namibia’s net borrowing requirement, or deficit, would 
be cut to 3.5 per cent GDP from 4.2 per cent budgeted in 
the current fiscal year which ends March 31. 


Education spending was cut from 30 per cent to 28 per 
cent of the total budget, with health expenditure down 
one point to 17 per cent. 


Mr Hanekom said the budget aimed at stimulating faster 
economic growth and raising per capita income. The 
private sector had to create jobs and design programmes 
to help the poor benefit from economic growth. 


He announced the exemption from income tax of the 
first R15,000 of annual earnings, and a reduction in the 
maximum individual tax rate from 38 to 35 per cent. 
The top tax rate for non-mining companies was cut to 35 
per cent from 38 per cent. 


He said the increased budget would provide a significant 
cash injection into the economy. A 26 per cent increase 
in state capital expenditure would boost trade and con- 
struction, improve Namibia's infrastructure and 
enhance future income generation opportunities. 


Income tax concessions would raise disposable income 
in the household sector and increase retained profits 
from reinvestment in the business sector. 


The absorption by social sectors of about half the budget 
reflected the need to correct past injustices, and a belief 
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that a healthy and educated society would ultimately be 
economically prosperous, he said. 


Total revenue from all sources for the forthcoming year 
was estimated at R3.83-billion, up 18 per cent on last 
year. Total tax revenue would rise to R3.37-billion, 
steady at about 31 per cent of GDP, Hanekom said. 


He said tax yields were expected to respond to favour- 
able tax rate decreases. Improved tax proceeds to date 
reflected enhanced collection techniques, a favourable 
economic environment and the inclusion of Walvis Bay 
taxpayers since March 1994. 


Mr Hanekom said three per cent of the total 1995/96 
expenditure was ear-marked for statutory expenditure, 
while current expenditure would account for 81 per cent. 
Capital expenditure and lending would increase to 16 
per cent of the total. 


Reviewing the Namibian economy, Mr Hanekom said 
1994 had seen a good recovery with 5.8 per cent growth as 
output in all sectors continued to expand. Growth in 
1995/96, however, was not likely to exceed three per cent. 


Diamond production was up nine per cent after a 27 per 
cent decrease in 1993, and agricultural output improved 
considerably as livestock marketing was stimulated by 
firmer meat prices. 


Subsistence agriculture had recovered well from 1992’s 
devastating drought. Agricultural prospects were less 
promising due to the gradual implementation of South 
Africa’s GATT proposals to lower trade barriers. 


A notable increase in tourism in 1994 impacted favour- 
ably on the wholesale, retail, catering and accommoda- 
tion sectors, which saw an upward real value hike of 
almost six per cent. 


Output growth in fishing and fish processing slowed 
significantly after three years of expansion, due largely to 
adverse oceanic and climatic conditions. 


Real gross domestic expenditure showed a six per cent 
increase after a seven per cent decrease the previous 
year. Growth in general government’s contri’ ution to 
domestic production fell in response to tightened bud- 
getary allocations and an employment freeze. 


Real gross domestic fixed investment, which was up four 
per cent in 1993, fell by about three per cent last year, Mr 
Hanekom said, due largely to a levelling out in large 
fixed capital outlays in the fishing sector. 


Mr Hanekom said a marked improvement in output 
performance for 1994 was accompanied by a strength- 
ening of the surplus on the balance of payments account. 


The current account surplus swelled from R582-million (six 
per cent) to R68!-million (7.2 per cent), due to a firmer 
trade surplus and higher level of net transfer receipts. 
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Mr Hanekom warned, however, that the strong current 
account surplus characterisod an economy performing 
way below its full potential. 


Inflation for 1994 averaged 11 per cent, against 8.5 per cent 
in 1993, which was attributable to strong growth in money 
supply and domestic credit extension, as well as a depreci- 
ation of the rand and South Africa’s inflationary drift. 


A mild increase in .nflation to around 13 per cent could 
be expected in the current fiscal year, Mr Hanekom said. 


Since independence in 1990, Mr Hanekom said, Namibia’s 
per capital income had advanced at just 0.2 per cent a year. 
Although high by African standards, it concealed a high 
wealth disparity among different groups. 


An essential challenge for government, he said, was to 
stimulate growth in per capita income and improve living 
standards for the poor, generate employment and achieve a 
measurable improvement in Namibians’ general welfare. 


A striking feature of the Namibian economy was a high 
level of consumption, which reached almost 90 per cent 
of GDP in 1994. Mz Hanekom said government aimed 
to raise the investrnent and saving rate to support higher 
economic growth. 


Adressing poverty and building essential social infra- 
structure would require increased public expenditure, 
though government spending was already too high. Gov- 
ernment’s task, Mr Hanekom said, was to eliminate 
spending inefficiencies and redirect expenditure. 


Deteriorating terms of trade, down an average two per 
cent each year since independence, would have to be 
adressed by diversifying production, exports and mar- 
kets to boost growth and resilience in the economy. 


National Assembly Endorses Basel Convention

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“These countries would not pay that much money if the waste 
was not extremely dangerous and harmful. One example is 
platinum, which has a life-span of 24,000 years. Would this 
amount of money be sufficient for the storage and manage- 
ment of this was‘s over the years?” Bessinger asked. 


The main goal of the Basel Conventioi. is the effective 
management, storage, transportation, and dumping of 
dangerous waste. 


According to Bessinger, “This can also be regarded as the 
first step toward determining methods to reduce the 
transportation of waste, to impose stric’=r control mea- 
sures, and to ensure that the disposal of waste takes place 
in an environmentally friendly and harmless manner.” 


He also said that developing countries are often targeted 
by industrialized countries when it concerns the disposal 
of dangerous, poisonous, and nuclear waste. The absence 
of suitable legislation, lack of knowledge on the topic, 
shortage of experts in the field, and the economic situa- 
tions of developing countries are the greatest limitations 
experienced by these countries. 


“Namibia has a fragile environment and scarce water 
resources, which renders it helpless against activities 
such as the dumping of toxic substances. If Namibia, as 
a developing country, joins the Basel Convention, we 
will be assured of access to technical information 7.ad 
assistance with waste management,” Bessinger said.

“Interestingly, Cluff does not believe there are capable 
blacks beside his managing director (Godfrey Gomwe)”’. 
Gomwe was the only black on the 12-man board of Cluff 
Zimbabwe, Masimba claimed. “This is real racism,” he 
said. Cluff did not respond. 


Mnangaywa, still only acting minister 15 months after 
Bernard Chidzero collapsed with a circulatory and cardiac 
complaint, warned that the debate about empowering Zim- 
babwe’s I1-million blacks had been discredited both by 
“discordant” statements and bitter infighting. 


The Indigenous Business Developriext Centre launched 
by Mugabe four years ago and given R40m [rands] of 
government funding, has splintered into two factions, 
causing Scandinavian donors to cancel a proposed 
R1Om in aid. 


Mnangagwa presided at the launch of a fourth black 
empowerment group, the 25-member “‘national recon- 
struction and development board’’ headed by chartered 
accountant Elton Mangoma.

The current 
ban on political parties would be lifted in March next 
year, he added.

[Koromah] We have not lost any territory. They have 
been making attempts to infiltrate into Lofa. I under- 
stand they want some of the arms that were captured 
from Gbarnga, the heavy weaponry that was used against 
Monrovia in killing innocent people there, but we have 
distributed these heavy weapons throughout our terri- 
tory and we will turn them over to ECOMOG [Economic 
Community of West African Countries Cease-Fire Mon- 
itoring Group]. But we got information from Danane, 
the Ivorian town of Danane, that it is a plan that was put 
together three weeks ago by the NPFL-Taylor, that they

The OAU envoy is expected to leave Saturday for a 
meeting with President Jerry Rawlings of Ghana, the 
current chairman of the Economic Community of West 
African States (ECOWAS). 


UN special envoy Berhanu Dimka, who was reported by 
government officials to have arrived with Osman on 
Tuesday, is now expected here late Thursday. 


Meanwhile, reports from the rebel-held town of Matru, 
155 kilometres (95 miles) south of Freetown, say the 
fighters have circulated a statement saying they would be 
“pulling out” of there on Friday. 


According to local journalists, no reason was given for 
the decision. The rebels have reportedly burnt down part 
of a hospital and demolished a police station in the town, 
the journalists added.

[Bundu] Is Britain supplying us with arms? That comes 
to me as news.

[Bundu] From that point of view we do regret that there has 
been hostage taking, but I think attention ought to be 
focused on the hostage taker, and that is Foday Sankoh. The 
entire international community, including the countries 
whose nationals have been taken hostage, should turn their 
attention to Foday Sankoh and tell him it is wrong. 


[White] Last, I think a group of civilians went to see the 
military from the Chamber of Commerce or something 
like that, and they suggested that a new government of 
national unity should be set up, bringing in people of all 
tribes, from all over the country, of all walks of life.

[Bundu] I have heard this proposal before, not just by the 
Chamber of Commerce, but by a good number of well- 
meaning Sierra Leoneans in and out of the country.

I am not averse to the 
idea of an interim government, a government of national 
unity, or a transitional government, but the question I 
wish to ask is: Will it bring about an end to the war?

Well, our correspondent Lan- 
sanna Fofana managed to talk with Foday Sankoh across 
a radio line. On the line to Freetown, Mathew Tostevin 
asked him what Foday Sankoh had said about negotia- 
tions with the government. 


[Begin recording] [Fofana] Well, when I spoke to him 
this morning, he was saying that his movement wasn’t 
interested in any peace talks because, according to him, 
the NPRC doesn’t seem serious about the peace talks, 
because he said they were using the back door. He said 
also that he can only start talking to the NPRC if they 
withdraw all foreign troops from Sierra Leonean soil and 
this includes Guineans as well as Nigerians. He said that 
the peace talks will only come about if the government 
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shows clear indication that it was ready to withdraw all 
of these troops from Sierra Leonean soil and then come 
directly to his movement within the country and not 
going to Liberia or the Mano River bridge. 


[Tostevin] So he didn’t rule out peace talks altogether? 


[Fofana] No, he did not. He only said that he can talk to 
the NPRC if they do withdraw all foreign troops from 
Sierra Leonean soil, and he also said he will want them to 
stop receiving arms supplies as well as technical military 
instruction from the British. But when I asked the British 
authorities, they did say that they were not supplying any 
kind of military support to the NPRC. 


[Tostevin] Was he in a very belligerent mood? 


[Fofana] He was indeed and sometimes he would come 
down hard on certain issues especially when talking 
about the NPRC and what he stands for. 


[Tostevin] When you spoke to Foday Sankoh, did he say 
anything about the fate of these people whom he said to 
have taken hostage? 


[Fofana] Yes, he did talk lengthily about the nuns as well as 
the VSOs [volunteer service organizations]. Apparently, he 
started off by saying that the people he is holding there are 
not hostages but that these people have been liberated, you 
know. And he did say that the two hostages were there but 
he has declared them to be war prisoners because, according 
to him, his men caught them with radio communication 
equipment. [end recording] 


Makes New Demands for Talks

Leone Rebel leader Foday Sankoh has demanded medi- 
cine and a satellite telephone as pre-conditions for 
holding talks with Sierra Leone’s government, a defence 
department spokesman said Tuesday [7 February]. 


The spokesman said the former army corporal and leader of 
the Revolutionary United Front (RUF) made the request 
over the weekend during a radio conversation with Bishop 
Giorgio Biguzzi of the central Makeni diocese. 


Sankoh also demanded a generator and said if the three items 
were provided, a meeting could be arranged with govern- 
ment officials “to discuss peace,” the spokesman said. 


During the radio conversation Biguzzi was allowed to 
speak with three nuns kidnapped by the rebels in the 
town of Kambia, 80 kilometres (50 miles) north of here, 
on January 25. 


Mother superior Lucia Santarelli told the bishop she was 
“being well treated,” according to church sources. 


Meanwhile, the ruling junta’s vice-chairman Captain 
Julius Maada Bio, returned to the capital late Monday 
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after a weekend visit to the town of Matru, 155 kilome- 
tres (95 miles) southeast of Freetown, to “ascertain the 
extent of damage created in the township by rebels of the 
RUF,” state radio said Tuesday. 


Matru was attacked by rebels as they fled the foreign- 
owned Sierra Rutile mine after the site was recaptured 
by government forces last week. According to the radio, 
rebels burnt down a chief's compound and shot a youth 
who was attempting to put out of one the fires. Matru, an 
important regional centre, is Bio’s home town and also 
the home of two other government ministers. 


Sierra Leone’s civil war began as an off-shoot of the 
conflict in neighbouring Liberia in May 1991 as 
Sankoh’s RUF tried to overthrow the regime of former 
president Joseph Momoh. 


Although Momoh was ousted in a coup the following 
April, the military regime led by Captain Valentine 
Strasser made the destruction of the RUF its top priority 
and continued the war. 


Since November 17 foreigners have been kidnapped in 
the west African country, at least some of whom are 
believed to be in the hands of the RUF. 


Rebels To Release Nuns at ‘Appropriate Time’

Sierra Leone rebels holding seven nuns kidnapped on 25 
January have said they will hand the women over “‘at an 
appropriate time”, Catholic Church sources here said 
Monday [6 February]. They also confirmed that Bishop 
Giorgio Biguzzi, Catholic bishop of the central Makeni 
diocese, had earlier spoken to three of the women, 
kidnapped during an attack on Kambia 80 kilometres 
(50 miles) north of here. 


Diocese Secretary Father Ennio Casalucci said radio 
contact was initiated by rebel movement the Revolu- 
tionary United Front [RUF]. A RUF spokesman said the 
sisters were “very well”. Mother Superior Lucia Santar- 
elli told the bishop she was “being well treated”. The two 
other nuns were identified as Sister Agnes Chiletti and 
Sister Adriana Marsili. “This is an interesting develop- 
ment and we are thoroughly happy to learn that they are 
alive,” one Catholic bishop said. 


Meanwhile, diplomatic sources in Freetown said 
Monday a United Nations mission led by Ethiopian 
diplomat Shdahano Dinka and an Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) delegation are due in the West 
African country “early next week” in a bid to re-start an 
attempt made last year to broker an end to the war. 


Last week in a radio communication with Sierra Leone 
defence officials, RUF leader Foday Sankoh called for 
the International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) to 
broker peace talks. ICRC regional delegate Georges

Paclisanu told AFP Monday the organisation was pre- 
pared to “play a role” in helping to organise meetings 
between the two sides, but was awaiting a direct request 
from the RUF and was unwilling to be drawn deeply into 
finding a political solution to the conflict.

Hostages Sighted

of the hostages taken during the rebel attack on the mining 
site in southeastern Sierra Leone two weeks ago. Among 
them were 17 foreigners. It took the Army some time to 
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clear the district of rebels, and it seems they are still active 
not too far away; and now people in the region have 
apparently sighted the hostages, as Alhassan Sylla reports 
in this telex from Bo: 


A number of people who have arrived in Bo after flecing 
rebel activities in the Matru Jong area of southern Sierr: 
Leone have confirmed that several foreign nationals 
taken hostage by the RUF [Revolutionary United Front} 
during the attacks on Sieromco [Sierra Leone Ore and 
Metal Company] and Sierra Rutile mines have surfaced 
in the village of Senjehun. This is the first word on the 
whereabouts of these hostages since the government 
announced last week that it had taken full control of the 
mining areas. At that time, the government said the 
hostages had not been located. 


According to people arriving in Bo, it now appears that the 
rebels with their hostages are heading for an unknown 
destination across the Jong River. One woman said she 
saw four white men and two black men thought to be 
Sierra Leonean doctors. Another woman said she had seen 
six white men. According to both women, the hostages 
were fully dressed and looked shaken but stable. Other 
people arriving here from Matru Jong said that the transfer 
of the hostages from the Rutile area to Senjehun became 
possible when the rebels overran the three main chiefdoms 
in the area, including the town of Matru Jong itself. 
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
